The owner can then muge correctly for the back leaf oi the Butt ; and, with- 
out changing any of the parts, the inner surface of the steel plate will act as a guide for the 
other marker In gauging on the edge of the door, for the front leaf of the Butt. The thick- 
ness of the plate (l-16th inch), will set off the door sufficiently to clear the Jamb, in opening

The Rosewood Head should be secured at the end of the bar nearest the thumb-screw, 
when the Tool is being used as a Butt Gau^ By placing one edge of a Butt between the 
surface of this Head and the small blade wnich stands up back of it, the exact thickness of 
the Butt is ascertained, and can be accurately rauged on both the door-post and the door.
